The institute houses a 
program for emotionally 
disturbed juvenile offen- 
ders, and features a 
school program with spe- 
cial education (remedial) 
courses, has facilities in- 
cluding a gymnasium and 
swimming pool, and op- 
erates for 100 boys aged 
13 to 16 and girls aged 13 
to 18. 


However, YDC also has 
a closed-in unit with a 
fence for a particularly 
troubled group of young 
boys, some of whom have 
committed murders, vi- 
cious assaults or up to 
break and enters. Some of 
the girls at YDC have 
been 13-year old_pros- 
titutes. But as Mr. Gibson 


stresses, ‘‘we treat them 
as kids — kids with 
problems.” 


Funded by Health and 
Social Development, YDC 
was founded in 1970, 
before the community of 
Clareview-Hermitage was 
really formed.

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It's one of the major problems in the free circulation 
weekly newspaper business, yet probably the most 
important single factor in the success or failure of a 
publication. It’s called ‘‘distribution’’ and in the case of 
the North Edmonton Examiner, will involve over 100 
kids working for a privat distribution firm, not to 
mention the post office. 

We may have the most exciting, informative, 
entertaining and colorful weekly newspaper in North 
America, but if you don’t get one regularly each week, 
or it ends up on your lawn or on the neighbor’s lawn, or 
soaking wet, or blown apart, or your hedge gets walked 
over, or your gate gets left open, it doesn’t really 
metter. What the North Edmonton Examiner is, and 
includes, all of a sudden will become a secondary 
factor. If it’s not delivered properly, you’re very likely 
not going to be interested in reading it. 

Oh, certainly, many people will likely call us 
regarding a distribution problem and hasten to point 
out, “We really enjoy your paper’’, or, “‘When we get 
it we enjoy reading it’’. But far too often readers will 
not call in when a problem first arises. They will tend to 
ignore the problem until it gets to the point where they 
are upset and are ready to give someone at the other 
end of the phone a hard time. 

So, should a distribution problem arise within the 
next few weeks, or the next few months, an ounce of 
prevention to further problem might just be a call to our 
office informing us of the situation. We will appreciate 
receiving phone calls regarding distribution, because it 
will help us to keep track of carriers who aren’t doing 
their job. We’re paying each week for every home in 
north Edmonton to receive the Examiner, in the 
mailbox, or between the inside and outside doors. If a 
carrier seems to be getting repeated complaints, he or 
she is replaced by someone more responsible, if 
someone calls us to let us know they’re not receiving 
the paper or that it’s being delivered improperly, 
they’re helping us to keep our distribution running 
smoothly and effectively. 

Yes, we appreciate, and welcome phone calls 
regarding distribution. If the problem ever gets to the 
stage where you are upset, of course we want to hear 
from you. But we would prefer you to contact us right 
away, even if you’re not certain that there is a problem. 
The sooner you let us know there may be a problem, the 
sooner we can get your area back into top shape, and 
the sooner your Examiner will be back regularly in your 
mailbox, like clockwork, once a week. 

Here is a guide to how and when you are entitled to 
receive your weekly North Edmonton Examiner: Every 
Monday morning, some 35,000 copies of the Examiner 
are picked up at our printing plant, five miles west of 
Edmonton on Highway 16. During the day, bundles are 
dropped off at each carrier’s home, for him or her to 
begin delivery on Tuesday and Wednesday nights. The 
carriers have until Wednesday evening to finish off

their routes. So, if by Thursday morning, you check 
your mailbox and haven't received the Examiner, call 
our office right away because you have either been 
completely missed, or your carrier is late. In both cases, 
we want to know right away so the problem can be 
straightened out for the following week. 

Carriers will be instructed to put the Examiner in 
your mailbox. If you don’t have a mailbox, the paper 
will be left on your doorstep if it isa calm, sunny day, or 
in your door handle, or inbetween your inside and 
outside door, if it is rainy or windy. If this is not the way 
your Examiner is being delivered, let us know right 
away. If a carrier leaves it on your lawn one week, he’s 
not going to change the next week unless you give us a 
call. 

Finally, carriers will be instructed to use the 
sidewalks. If you see a carrier cutting across flower 
beds, gardens or newly seeded lawns, you can either 
ask him or her to use the sidewalks, phone our office, or 
both. Our phone number for distribution complaints is 
478-7706 

Now, in case you feel, as many north enders might, 
that they don’t want to get a carrier into ‘‘trouble’’, 
please keep in mind these youngsters are being paid for 
each flyer or newspaper they deliver. They know the 
ground rules when they’re hired, and usually deliver 
only once a week. One of the reasons many are 
involved with flyer distribution is that their parents 
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want them to learn about responsibility. If they can get 
away week after week with not doing a proper job, it’s 
not exactly a good lesson in responsible work habits for 
the future 

At the same time, if you are going to phone in, we 
would appreciate that you be fairly certain about your 
complaint. Often, you may not have seen the paper 
arrive at the door, and suspect your home has been 
missed. Before you call us, check with other members 
of the family to make sure someone else hasn’t brought 
it in to read without your knowledge. Also, please don’t 
confuse Examiner carriers with those of other flyer 
distribution firms who may have other rules or 
schedules to follow. 

When in doubt, though, give us a call. If you have 
called before and the problem has persisted, don’t 
hesitate to ask for me, personally. As you may have 
guessed, I am very concerned about our quality of 
distribution and would be happy to speak with you if 
you have a persistent distribution problem. 

One final note to our carriers: during the remainder 
of the summer, I’ll be out in north Edmonton driving 
around on Tuesday and Wednesday, looking for 
carriers doing a good job. If I spot you on your route 
delivering in the proper manner, I’|! help you out for a 
few minutes and give you a bonus $5 bill. So keep on 
your toes and get the North Edmonton Examiner off to 
a good start.

Throughout the past 
months,~area council one 
has tried to identify major 
common problems faced 
by residents in area one. 
“Workshop” style meet- 
ings have already been 


held, and residents have 
not only been asked to air 
their beefs, but have also 
been encouraged to item- 
ize those aspects of com- 
munity life which they 
find appealling. 

A list of concerns has 
been prepared by area 
council one for presenta- 
tion to the mayor in Sep- 
tember, Mr. Acton con- 
tinued. That list includes 
as problems such items as 
the lack of public parks in 
north Edmonton 

Another traffic problem 
being faced in north Ed- 
monton is being created in 
Kensington, according to 
Mr. Acton, by the lack of 
north/south roadways 
from Castledowns. 

Social concerns must 
also be looked into by the 
city, Mr. Acton stressed, 
and in the past consider- 
ation of the situation 
hasn't been adequate. 

“Cite Hall afss a 
bureaucracy you just can’t 
penetrate,’’ he said. 
“‘One of our recommenda- 
tions is that the ward 


system is not working.” 
Wards run north/south , 
he explained, and prob- 
lems often differ dras- 
tically between the two 
sectors. 

Mr. Acton also said 
area council one, which 
has been involved with 
lobbying for widening of 
137 Ave., is quite pleased 
with the progress that has 
been made with that 
situation, Widening and 
installation of storm 
sewers is now underway. 


The population density 
of Castledowns is also a 
concern which will be 
presented to the mayor in 
September, Mr. Acton 
said. ‘‘The population 
density is out of this 
world,”’ he stressed, due 
largely to massive multi- 
family housing, which 
consequently creates 
problems in school, parks 
and other public facilities.

Dear Pastor: 

My sister-in-law and I are having an argument 
over life insurance. She insists that it is wrong for a 
Christian to buy life insurance, because it shows a lack 
of trust in God, and because it violates what Jesus said 
in Matthew chapter 6 about ‘‘taking no thought for the 
morrow’’. Does that mean life insurance? 

(S.T.) 


Dear S.T.: 

There is nothing specifically mentioned in the 
Bible about life insurance or about pension plans for 
that matter. Mostly, because at the time of writing 
these modern systems of life insurance and pensions 
did not exist. There are some basic principles in Scrip- 
ture, however, that help to guide us in our thinking 
on these issues. It is true that there have been those 


who, like your sister-in-law, interpret Jesus’ words in 
Matthew 6 as being against any form of life insurance 
or savings plan. If you read the whole context of that 
statement, however, it becomes quite clear that Jesus 
was concerned about a materialistic attitude, rather 
than with the question of saving up for the future, or 
providing for your survivors through life insurance. In 
fact, we find that the Apostle Paul (1. Timothy 5:8) has 
some rather strong advice fn favour of making adequate 
provision for our families. In his words, ‘‘a man who 
fails to provide adequately for his dependants has 
denied the faith and is worse than an unbeliever’’. Paul 
would undoubtedly endorse life insurance and 
reasonable pension plans as legitimate provisions for 
dependants and for our old age, rather than allowing 
our family to become a burden to society for lack of 
support.

Dear J.P.: 

You're right. The Bible speaks of God as a God of 
love. However, we dare not overlook the fact that it also 
describes Him as a God of truth, and of justice, and of 
power, etc. There are quite a number of positive 
attributes which the bible applies to the nature of God. 
Together they assure us that God always deals justly 
with man. 

Now, your real question, I suspect is, why all this 
suffering...? According to the Bible, suffering and 
hatred, and even death, are the results of sin, which the 
Bible describes as man’s rebellion against God and His 
moral law. When God created the world and placed him 
into this creation, He endowed mankind with the 
capacity to make choices. These choices would 
influence his eternal destiny and present wellbeing.

you would end up in a 
psychiatric ward.’’ How- 
ever, he added, “‘if you 
were an Indian kid and did 
the same thing — you'd 
be.here.”’ 

This, what he terms 
“the two laws system”’ is 
a joke, and he is often 
skeptical of how the de- 
cision is made between 
what is a_ disturbed 
youngster and a juvenile 
offender. 

The Examiner also con- 
tacted Calgery Bow MLA 
Neil Webber, who re- 
cently toured the facility 
as his constituency in 
Calgary was being faced 
with a proposal for a 
similar facility. 

Mr. Webber attempted 
to study community reac- 
tion to such a facility, and 
determined that a rela- 
tively high degree of co- 
operation existed between 
the two factions. 

“People had nothing 
but good to say about the 
center,”” Mr. Webber 
said. ‘‘Most seemed gen- 
erally unaware of any ex- 
change in terms of rec- 
reation, though,’’ he 
added.

All clubs function under 
the concept of ‘group 
clubs,’’ where one adult 
meets once a week with a 
group of eight children for 
eight months. In this 
setting, youngsters learn 
to plan co-operatively with 
the other members of the 
group and set objectives. 

“A group bond re- 
sults,”’ Barry explained. 
Eight kids likely won’t 
want to all do the same 
thing, and therefore have 
to learn how to work to- 
gether and co-operate to 
achieve various goals. 

Activifies participated 
in include skating, swim- 
ming, and camping, with 
all supplies provided at a 
low cost. 

“No kid can’t have the 
opportunity because he 
can’t afford it,” Barry 
stressed. For instance, 
the club held a canoe trip 
this summer for the fee of 
$25 per person. The same 
sort of trip held on a 
comercial basis would 
have cost each youngster 
about $200.

A new program was 
initiated this summer by 
the club’s signing a con- 
tract with the Edmonton 
Exhibition.

grounds at night, and in 
the process, learned how 
to fill out job applications, 
attend job interviews and 
made some money while 
doing it. 

What distinguishes the 
Boys and Girls Club from 
most others in Barry’s 
eyes is the attitude taken 
toward the youngsters.

nerson said. ‘Usually, if 
something’s badly wrong, 
people start phoning right 
away.” 

Most of the city’s tran- 
sit problems occurred at 
the Stadium station, 
where security people

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Neighborhood Improvement Project 
Decaying areas get “‘face lift’’ 


by Gwen Dambrofsky 


Calder area residents 
are benefitting from two 
governmental programs 
aimed at making residen- 
tial neighborhoods more 
pleasant and better func- 
tioning. 

Funded by all three 
government levels, both 
the Neighborhood Im- 
provement Project (NIP) 
and the Residential Re- 
habilitation Assistance 
program (RRAP) are be- 
ing implemented in 
Calder. 

The community’s appli- 
cation for benefit from 
NIP was approved last 
August, although a great 
deal of preparation work 
had been completed be- 
fore then. . 

According to Jan 
Reimer, employed by the 
Calder Action Committee, 
sewer improvements are 
now being carried out. 

Ms. Reimer explained 
NIP ‘‘tries to generally 
upgrade physical ameni- 
ties’’ in communities such 
as Calder by refurbishing 
sidewalks, sewers and 
other generally used fa- 
cilities. The RRAP pro- 
gram, she continued, 
makes money available to 
homeowners — for those 


those with an income 
above $11 thousand, a 
negotiable loan. 

For example, she said, 
with an income of $6 
thousand or less, the 
homeowner would be en- 
titled to a $3,750 grant. 
That amount decreases as 
the homeowner’s income 
rises. 

The RRAP program is 
intended to give indi- 
viduals a chance to make 
structural-type improve- 
ments, such as _ rehabili- 
tating a home’s plumbing, 
reshingling a roof or re- 
pairing an electrical sys- 
tem. 

“It’s not purely cos- 
metic,’’ Ms. Reimer said. 

At present there are 
four Edmonton communi- 
ties benefiting from the 
programs. Ms. Reimer 
explained to qualify and 
apply for NIP and RRAP, 
neighborhoods must have 
citizen involvement. For

However, Ms. Reimer 
added, the provincial 
legislation creating NIP 
expired last March, and 
although programs now 
underway will be finished, 
a Community Services 
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Grant Program will re- 
place it, and with that will 
likely come an entirely 
new set of qualifications 
and criteria. 

NIP is a three year 
program, and Calder is in 
its second year. There are 
essentially three phases: 
the design stage, the 
planning stage, and the 
action stage, where actual 
expenditures are begin- 
ning to be made. 

Calder’s NIP budget 
was set by council at $2 
million, but as Ms. 
Reimer pointed out, there 
are many hidden costs 
(such as the cost of the 
city-owned land Calder’s 
senior citizens recreation 
center is located on; and 
interest costs on money 
borrowed for the pro- 
gram) which may alter 
that figure. Also, she 
added, each community is 
allocated a different bud- 
get, depending on what 
the provincial/federal a- 
greement is in that year. 

Last year, council ap- 
pointed a parks consultant 
to the Calder group so 
work could be initiated on 
a new park which would 
join, via a road closuré, 
the separate school, the 
public school and an al- 
ready existing park. That 
site will likely include 


(with lawn bowling and 
croquet) as well as a major 
playground ‘‘attractive to 
all age groups.” 
park naming contest 
was held a while ago, and 
the winning entry which 
will be submitted to coun- 
cil for approval was 
“Keyano"’, which  co- 
incidentally is the name of 
the official Common- 
wealth Games mascot 
bear, and mean “‘unity”’ 
in its language of origin.
